So You Want to Kill 
a Football Player?

Many high school football coaches have tried to 
follow the principles of the late coach of the Green Bay 
Packers Vince Lombardi. Some coaches manage to 
carry on the winning tradition of Mr. Lombardi but 
many high school athletes have paid the price of win- 
ning with their health or perhaps even their lives. 

The obituary is most often buried under the pro 
sports standings in a good sized daily newspaper. 
Johnny, an overweight lineman on his local high school 
team, had just finished a grueling two hour practice 
session under the hot late August sun that had pushed 
the temperature over the 90 degree mark. 

the > coach apparently ordered John to top off the 
pre-season drill with a quick run around the outer 
edges of the practice gridiron. Halfway through the 
run, John had collapsed. The doctor who examined the 
prone boy quickly found out why he had collapsed. The 
youngster’s body was not wet with perspiration but hot 
and dry. He had suffered heat stroke and only by 
rapidly cooling his overheated body with cold towels 
could the doctor prevent him from suffering serious 
brain damage or even dying. 

However, the cold treatment failed. Johnny became 
victim of the “winning system” kidney failure. Heat 
stroke, which often occurs when the body produces 
more heat than it radiates away, can produce kidney 
failure, coma, and death. This time it was Johnny’s 
turn to pay the price that goes along with playing for 
an overzealous coach. 

Heat stroke has killed some 50 high school and 
college football players during the past decade, and 
will strike down dozens of others in the weeks that 
mark the pre season training period come late August. 

Dr. James Knoechel, a kidney disease expert from 
the Veterans’ Administration Hospital in Dallas, 
stated in a recent Time magazine article that these in- 
cidents are unnecessary. According to the AMA Jour- 
nal heat stroke can be prevented if coaches and 
trainers use common sense and remember that active 
athletes must sweat in order to cool off and must 
quickly replace the fluid that they lose. 

“Would the coaches operate their automobiles with 
half full radiators?”’ asks Knoechel. ‘‘People have to 
have their fluid volumes maintained to prevent 
overheating and destruction. John was pushed beyond 
the brink of over heating and was destroyed. Now the 
coach has a body on his hands and the school has a 
needless black cloud hovering 'over it. 

More importantly Jéhnny’s parents must now live 
with the questions., What did our son give his life for? - 
Some coach’s ego trip? His desire to make us proud of 
him? That ego-niessage that goes along with playing 
on your’high school football team? What a waste. 

Most coaches know what it takes to kill a football 
player and are willing to take the necessary 
precautions to see that it doesn’t happen. However 
some head men apparéntly reason that only those who 
survive the rigors of pre-season workouts are worthy 
of playing for them. 

These coaches usually schedule practice between 
2:30 and 6 each afternoon, thus making sure that the 
boys will be working out during thehottest part of the 
day. They then provide no water and follow that up by 
encouraging the players to use salt tablets, which 
promote dehydration and thirts. Of course the players 
must wear full uniforms, complete with helmets, dur- 
ing hot weather to help promote overheating. The 
overweight linemen must wear plastic suits. This all 
but guarantes that they will perspire profusely and ex- 
pose themselves to a dangerous dehydration of body 
cells. Wind sprints are always fun. The killer coach 
has decided that sprint time won't end until a sizeable 
number of people vomit, have muscle cramps, or 
collapse. 

Quit? The word is blasphemous to some coaches. It 
slanders the coaching bible. Remember that old say- 
ing - ‘‘A winner never quits and a quitter never wins” - 
well, Johnny didn’t quit - and he lost.
